Tha entire aurroundlnss would assist
men bent on such a mission aa the dis-
posal of a murdered man'a body In keeping
It a profound secret The nearest house Is
fully a quarter of a mile distant and la
completely hidden from this point bv trees
and high shrubbery.

Immediately upon taking the body out of
the basin roreman Koeach nontted the
Lake View police station and summoned
tha patrol wagon. The body stretched
ont tn the Lake View morgue, which occu
pies tha front In tha basement under tha
station. Telephone messages were sent to
tha city police, and an hour after the
finding of tha body a dozen of Cronln'a
friends were at the station.

In the evening J. It Brandt, president
of the Oook County Hospital start, carefully
examined tha body and positively Identi
fied tt as that of Oronin. He discovered
upon tha head ths following cuts and
bruises: Over the loft temple, a cut four
Inches long, through tha acalp and Into
tha skull; over the left parietal
bona, aontone and a half Inchea long, which

It la admitted that Dr. Crania bad no per
aooal or professional enemies. He waa a man
of temperate, virtuous dlspoaitloa and habits.
Inclined to the devotional, lie bad no In
trigues with women. He aroused ao domestic
jealousies. In American politics ba was
Republican, but not a bitter partisan. His
relations In tbe Roman Catholio societies to
which he belonged were pleasant Ills on y
antagonisms and troubles grew out of hit
connection with tbe ao called Irish National
societ rs. Be waa a member of the Insn
National League, which is aa open organiza-
tion. Ue waa also a member of the Ancient
Order of Ulberntana and of the Clao-na- -
Gael, or Irish Republican Urotherbood.
Both the last named are aecret, oath-boun-d

societies. It Is wen known that Cronln
haa waged a releatlesa war oa tome of
the former leaders of Iheee aoeletlea, not
on personal grounds, however, but from
patrtotie Irish standpoint. He was one of the
leaders of the seceding section of the Ancient
Order of Hiberntane three or four years ago
and whea the discord la the organisation
was smoothed over he became a lead
er in tbe reorganized fraternity,
wbite those who accused him of trea
son were driven out In disgrace. Ia the
kindred organization the be
woa the hostility of the e leaders. Ue
waa ezpelled from their organlza-tio- a

at tbelr behest Ue waa branded aa a
traitor, flta name waa written on the
blackboard of every Clao-n- a Gael eamp
in the country as a traitor to Ireland. When
tbe Society passed from
the control of Cronln's Xrso political ene
mies cronln waa restored and the record o
b'a treason was blotted out
He waa thoroughly v.sdlcated. Instead of
being the accused be became the aocuser.
lie presided as chief ofllcer of the Irish

convention held in Hersbey
Hall In this city last Juno. He formulated
charges on that occasloa agaiast a former
leader of the Irish societies. The subject mat
ter of these chargea waa acrimoniously de
bated.
